“Everyone seems to be hav- 
ing a great time and, you know,

But even their estimates 
were exceeded, as a hurried 
call was issued at mid- 
afternoon for more hot dogs, 
and even then the supply was 
exhausted by 5 p.m. 

The largest crowd ever mov- 
ed about the grounds at The 
Park and playstead, young and 
old alike taking advantage of 
the perfect weather and the 
variety of offerings from band 
concerts to kiddie rides, to art 
exhibits, antique displays and 
crafts shows. 

Even when difficulties arose, 
the large crowd seemed 
amenable to the problems and 
waited patiently and without 
criticism as the matters were 
resolved.

Youth Charged With 


Beating, Robbery 


A 15-year-old boy was com- 
mitted to Danvers State 
Hospital for 21 days’ evaluation 
in Lawrence District Court 
Tuesday after being arrested by 
Andover police in connection 
with the beating of an 83-year- 
old High Street woman and her 
63-year-old son last Wednesday 
night. 

Andover police arrested the 
youth Sunday night after a 
stakeout near his home. 

Police have charged the 
youth, who was a runaway, with 
the beating of Mrs. Viola M. 
Stone, 88, 173 High St., and her 
son, Elmer, 63, with a blunt ine 
strument, a pineh bar type 
device. Robbery. was believed 
to be the motive, 

Mrs. Stone was listed in good 
condi tionvat: Lawrence: Genéral 


Hospital Wednesday where she 
was under treatment for head 
injuries. Her son, Elmer, was 
released from the hospital on 
Sunday following treatment of 
injuries received from being 
struck by the instrument. 

Andover police were called to 
the scene about 6:40 p.m. last 
Wednesday, when neighbors 
reported hearing loud sereams 
from the Stone home. They 
found Mrs. Stene outside the 
house on the front lawn being 
assisted by neighbors. Mr. 
Stone was found inside the High 
Street residence. 

The youth believed responsi- 
ble was seen running through a 
wooded area toward Crescent 
Drive. 

The instrument, believed 
used in the beating, was found 


Friday afternoon after police, 
neighbors and Explorer Scouts 
and members of the Andover 
Highway Department searched 
for six hours in the brush and 
wooded area near the Stone 
residenee.

While Rev. Mr. Bodge reeall- 
ed the mood of 200 years ago, 
the Rev. David Hollenbeck of 
Ballard Vale United Church 
responded with the temper of 
today and hope for the future.

A Fine Observance: 
We're Proud 


It was a grand and glorious Fourth. 


An occasion of which the nation can be proud - - and 
Andover’s marking of the 200th birthday of the nation an 
effort worthy of commendation. 

The Bicentennial observance this past weekend at the 
national level was, indeed, a proud event, free of 
political disturbance, just a joyous occasion which it 
was intended to be. 

Television networks beamed the celebration from all 
parts of the nation, all demonstrating the patriotic 
tribute to the accomplishments of two centuries of liv- 
ing under the principles of freedom. 


We think it particularly fitting that the finality of it 
all, centered on the Hatch Memorial Shell in Boston, 
where Arthur Fiedler presided over the playing of the 
1812 overture, and as a final encore, the stirring rendi- 


tion of Sousa’s ‘‘Stars and Stripes’’. 


A commentator noted, significantly, that the overall 
national observance was accomplished on an individual, 


community basis. 


With the Nation’s Capital plagued in recent years by 
political problems, there was little in the way of 
national direction to the bicentennial observance, leav- 
ing the matter up to the individual communities to ac- 


complish. 


The weekend attested to the fact that America’s 
strength lies in its people, who proudly proclaimed their 


love of country. 


Nowhere is that spirit more apparent than here in An- 
dover, where the Fourth of July observance culminated 
the celebration portion of the Bicentennial Commission 
and the annual extraordinary effort of the Fourth of 


July observance committee. 


The Fourth Committee 


The Fourth of July committee has been in charge of 
the annual observance for the past several years, after 
a group of local residents decided something should be 
done to provide a safe and happy celebration here in An- 
dover. 


Sunday, the weeks of planning by the committee was 
rewarded by the largest turnout ever. 


Under the direction of Chairman John D. Lewis, the 
committee arranged for a full afternoon and evening of 
activity. 

There was something for everyone during the 
festivities, with band concerts in The Park, the 
appearance of the New Black Eagle Jazz Band, among 
the groups featured; rides for the youngsters, 


refreshments galore, arts and crafts exhibits and mini- 
olympics activities for the young people. 

Using the hot dog on the Fourth of July as a 
barometer of success, we would have to judge An- 
dover’s observance as highly successful, since the com- 
mittee had to send out for additional supplies of 
frankfurts at mid-afternoon and were pretty well 
depleted by the termination of events around 5 p.m. 

The fireworks display at night, despite some 
problems, capped off the day’s observance with conser- 
vative estimates of up to 15,000 surrounding the 
playstead area to witness the spectacle. 

The committee is to be commended for their effort at 
once again producing an excellent program for the 
home folks and their visitors.

Committee 


Sunday also climaxed the town’s celebration of the 
bicentennial as directed by the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion - - a project initiated over a year ago. 

Still remaining for the commission is establishment 
of a Historic District in Andover, which will progress 
through the summer months and into the fall. 

But, on Sunday morning, under commission direction, 
tribute to the Revolutionary soldiers from Andover was 
paid by the Andover Company of Militia at South 
Church Cemetery, an Ecumenical Service was held at 
Cochrane Chapel attended by over 1,200 and a family 
breakfast was served on the Phillips Academy grounds. 

It was a fitting finale. 

The spirit prevailed as even the wait for breakfast for 
over 700 participants was accompanied by friendly 
greetings and little, if any, complaints. 

We can recall when the work of the commission got 
underway in the spring of 1975, there was some debate 
about the funding of the group. The request for $13,000 
was greeted with the question of not “‘Is that enough?”’ 
but ‘‘Isn’t the request a little high?”’ 

In the span of a little-over a year since that annual 
1975 town meeting, the commission has accomplished 
much.

A book written.

Roy A. Deveau, 8 Hemlock 
Road, was part of the project 
team that built the cameras 


which will photograph the sur- 


face of Mars. 

A senior design engineer at 
Itek Corporation’s Optical 
Systems Division, Deveau work- 
ed on the imaging system which 
is part of NASA’s Viking Lander, 
scheduled to reach the Red 
Planet July 4. The Viking 
spacecraft will have travelled 
almost 500 million miles during 
its 10-month journey. 

The imaging system which Itek 
built consists of two cameras 
which will assist in the Viking 


mission's primary task of deter- His 


mining if life is, or ever was, pre- 


sent on Mars. The cameras will § 


take stereo photographs in both 
color and black and white. Unlike 
conventional cameras, the Vik- 
ing imaging system uses no film, 
but instead records images 
through. electro-optical signals. 
Because the Lander will not 
return from Mars, the 
photography must be constructed 
on earth from radio signals 
transmitted from Mars. It will 
take the signals 20 minutes to 
reach the earth. Itek also built 
the ground reconstruction equip- 
ment which will produce high 
quality photographs of the 
planet's surface using a com- 
puter.
